tlers. Just before the trial had op­ 
ened a band of young Indians en­ 
tered the town and started* making 
trouble. 
Over Indian’s Arrest 
Joe Bishop’s boy and the other 
young buck, who were found guilty 
escaped from Sheriff Oliver when 
he went to bring them their supper. 
T he sheriff -with pointed gun at­ 
tempted to make them eat but they 
succeeded* in knocking the weapon 
rom his hand and overpowering him 
When the escape was learned a 
posse of settlers was quickly form ­ 
ed and went in pursuit. There is 
but one telephone line into Bland­ 
ing and having cut this the In­ 
dians isolated* the town from the 
outside world. Efforts to establish 
radio communication with Blanding 
from 
Salt 
Lake 
C ity last 
night 
ended in failure. 
Old Posey, an aged' Indian* who 
was a leading figure in trouble of 
past years, is said to 
be taking 
part in the present affair. 
The Piute Indians in 
the San 
Juan section have always resented 
the coming of white settlers and 
from time to time disturbances have 
occurred. As San Juan county is 
very mountainous, the pursuit of 
the renegade Indians is dangerous, 
especially as they are well armed 
with high powdered rifles and are 
said to ‘have caches of ammunition 
stored away. Once the Indians gain 
their mountain haunts it will be 
most difficult, if not impossible, to 
dislodge them.

Planing Young Trees. 
By D. C. Mooring, 
Extension Horticulturist, A. and M. 
College. 
Judging from the general interest 
in the state as a result of inquiry 
and observation it is very evident 
that there are a large number of 
young fruit trees being set out in 
the state this spring. 
The pruning of trees while young 
is very essential in order to train 
them properly. Fruit trees should 
be headed low' in this state as tho 
trunks are less apt to be injured 
by sun scald, the wind will not af­ 
fect them as badly and it will be 
much more convenient and economi­ 
cal to carry on the common or­ 
chard practices with a low headed 
tree. 
an the case of a single switch or 
unbranched tree having been set, 
cut back until there is a switch left 
eighteen to twenty inches high if 
the fruit is a stone fruit such as 
the peach, and leave the 
switch 
twenty-four to thirty inches in the 
case of pome fruits such as the 
apple. 
Where the trees 
already 
are 
branched when 
set, 
these 
same 
heights will apply by cutting back 
the 
side branches, 
leaving 
about 
four branches. If the branches are 
very small leave about two buds on 
each branch, but (where they are a 
fair size cut back in proportion to 
their strength, 
but somewhere in 
the neighborhood of one-half to two 
thirds should be 
cut 
off 
each 
branch. 
In selecting the four main limbs 
try to get them 
distributed well 
around the trunk 
as well as up 
and down, so *that there will not 
be two limbs coming out at the 
same place on the trunk.
